PREVIOUS ACTION

The Board of County Commissioners and the Board Fire Commissioners approved the Interlocal
Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and suppression Personnel and Equipment on
Jvte 17,2014. This Agreement expires on June 30,2015; this is a renewal of the Agreement.

The Board of Fire Commissioners approved the Interlocal Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training,
Monitoring and suppression Personnel and Eciuipment on June 11,2013. The Board of County
Commissioners approved the Interlocal Agreement - RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and

suppression Personnel and Equipment on May 28,2013.

BACKGROT]ND

In2007, the need for an airborne firefighting asset dedicated to the protection of Washoe County
citizens and property was identified. Because the WCSO already owned anaircraft.,the HH-IH
"Huey" which was capable of fulfilling this mission, the Washoe County Board of Courty
Commissioners and Board of Fire Commissioners appropriated the needed frrnds to purchase a
belly mounted tank. The intent and desired outcome of that purchase was the development of a
program in which the Huey could be employed as an initial attack asset on wildland fires within
Washoe County and TMFPD. Since that time, RAVEN has participated in combating over 40
wildland fires. It has supported firefighting efforts for local as well as federal agencies, ensuring
the safety, well-being and quality of life for all resident of the District. The acceptance of this
Agreement continues this partnership with our local fire districts ensuring they have a dedicated
initial attach asset available to them for fire season.

FISCAL IMPACT

The money received with this lnterlocal Agreement will be used for the operation of the RAVEN
program and reimburse the Sheriff s Office for the costs incurred supporting these Fire Districts.
The FY 14115 budget includes and the 15116 base/recommended budget includes this Interlocal
Agreement under RAVEN cost Center 150720, GL Account 460162.

RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners approve the Interlocal Agreement -
RAVEN Fire Training, Monitoring and Suppression Personnel and Equipment between the
County of Washoe on behalf of the Washoe County Sheriff s Office, Truckee Meadows Fire

THIS INTERLOCAL AGREEMENT, hereinafter refered to as "Agteement", is made

and entered by and between the County of Washoe, a political subdivision of the State of Nevada,

on behalf of the Washoe County Sheriffs Offi.ce, 97lParBoulevatd, Reno, NV 89512, hereinaftet
the'qX/CSO", the Truckee Meadows Fire Protection District, 1001 E. 96 St., Reno, NV 89520,

hereinaftet "TMFPD", and the North Lake Tahoe Fite Ptotection Disttict, 866 Odole Way,Incline
Village, NV 89451, hereinaftet the "NLTFPD". TMFPD, and NLTFPD, may be collectively referred

to as the "Fire Districts." The parties to this agreemeflt also may be tefered to as "patticipating
agency" or "participating agencies."

WHEREAS, each of the paties are public agencies and politicai subdivisions of the State of
Nevada; and

!7HEREAS, NRS 277.1,80(1) provides iltatary one ot more public agencies tnay contract
with any one or more other pubiic agencies to perform any govefllmental setvice, activity ot
undertaking which any of the contracting agencies is authodzed by law to petforn; and

WHEREAS, the !7CSO owns and opetates an HH1-H helicoptet on which awztet tank fot
fue suppression can be affixed, as well as two OH-58 helicoptets which atrcnft are suitable for use

for aenal observadon pulposes; and

!7HEREAS, the Fire Districts are responsibie for wildland fire monitoring and suppression

within their tespecdve areas of unincolporated STashoe County; and

IUHEREAS, aedal fire monitodng and suppression instituted by the Fite Districts can be

done mote cost-effectively using the aerial resources of the WCSO; and

!7HEREAS, the parties desire that the !7CSO tespond for the pu{poses of zenalwildiand
fire monitoring and suppression for the Fire Districts, which response shali include such mutual
taining exercises as the paties to this Agteement shall agee ate necessary to provide the level of
sewice and matgin of safety appropriate for such pulposes; and

!7HEREAS, the Fire Districts' respective lands all pose fire dangets at times and, thetefore,
the Fire Districts agree to participate in portions of the administration and costs of the duties and

obligations to the WCSO as set forth in this Agteement;

NO!7, THEREFORE, based on the foregoing ptemises and the following covenants, tems
and conditions, the parties heteto do heteby agrce 

^s 
follows:

L. TERM: This Agteement shall commence upon acceptance by all parties and shali terminate

onJrrne 30,2076.

2. TERMINATION: Any p^fiy rnay terminate this Agteement without cause, solely as to its
duty and obligation hereunder, upon 90 days wtitten nodce to all other paries. Any party may

terminate this Agteement for cause, solely as to its duty and obligation hereundet, after 30 days

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written nodce to the defaulting party (ies) only if the defaulting party (es) fails to cure the default
within those 30 days. The nodce shall specify the cause alleged as the basis fot said termination. In
the event arry p^rty tetminates this Agteement for cause, the Agreement shall temain in force and
effect with othet parties who have not taken acd.on to terminate.

3. AGREEMENT AS TO PERSONNELAND EQUIPMENT
AND OPERATING PROTOCOLS AND PROCEDURES:

A. Aircraft and Equipment:

1'. The !7CSO shall provide, whefl tequested, the FIRE DISTRICTS a helicopte4 ald
possibly othet aitctaft, if made avaiTable by !7CSO, (hereinafter collectively refered to as

"helicopter") for the use of FIRE DISTRICTS for monitodng and fue suppression
pu{poses dudng fire season. For pulposes, of this Agteement, "fi"" season" shall be
defined as commerlcing as of April 1 and ending as of October 31 dudng the appJicable
calendar yeat. Except as specifically otherwise provided in this Agreement, the duties and
obligations of FIRE DISTRICTS and WCSO in tegard to said Arcraft and Equipment
only apply during the fue season as so defined. !7CSO as owner of helicopter and shall
maintain the helicoptet to standards appJicable to the ailowed uses established by this
Agteemen! including standatds tefetenced herein, and assute its availability to the Fire
Distticts dudng the Fire Season.

2. The heJicopter provided sha1l be configuted as follows:

^. A Tlpe 2 helicoptet, which atctaft shall be configured to meet ICS 420-1
minimum standards for a Type 2 helicopter, including but not limited to:
o 10 seats, including pilot;
o 2,500 pound card weight capactty and
o 300 gallons of water capacity.

b. Include a fixed water tank capable of two (2) dtops per sortie and equipped
with a self-filling snorkel device.

3. The helicopter and any othet aucraftprovided pursuant to this Agteement shall be
equipped, maintained and operated under all applicable Federal Aviation Agency €AA)
regulations.

4. The helicopter ptovided putsuant to this Agreement shall be operated, maintained
and secuted withifl the gurdetines of the Federal Excess Personal Property IFEPP)
Progtam and its sponsors, the United States Forest Service, hereinafter referred to as the
"USFS" and the Bureau of Land Management, heteinafter refered to as the "BLM."

5. The \X/CSO shall ptovide pilots for arry helicopter and. all, other asrcraft provided
pursuant to the terms of this Agteement and shall be responsibly to assure that such
pilots have ptoper training and adequate supervision to accomplish the allowed uses
established by this Agteement.

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6. All pilots provided by the WCSO shall have crffient commercial licenses. For
firefighting missions that involve fedetallands, the pilots shall also have curent permits
and apptovals (carding) ftom USFS and BLM for fuefighting missions.

7. The WCSO shall notify FIRE DISTRiCTS of the schedule for inspections of any of
the helicopter, including other aircraft made available, as provided by the S7CSO to the

FIRE DISTRICTS during the term of this Agreement and allow each FIRE
DISTRICTS representative to attend the card teview ptocedutes. This inspection is for'
informational purposes and does not impose any fotm of duty or liability on Fi.te

Districts to ascertain fitness fot pulpose or to confirm adequate maintenance has been

pedormed.

8. The !7CSO shall also supply necessary supporting equipment fot the heJicopter,

including but not limited to, afl approved fuel-servicing vehicle sufficient to sustain eight
(8) hours of helicopter flight undet fuefighting conditions. The fuel-servicing vehicle

shall be inspected by the FIRE DISTRICTS and !7CSO sha-ll comply with a1I fue,
vehicle and other applicable codes related thereto. This inspection is fot informational
pu4)oses and does not impose any form of duty or liabiJity on Fire Distticts to ascefiain
fitness for pulpose ot to confum adequate maintenance has been perfotmed.

9. Any helicoptet supplied pursuant to this Agteement shall be operated in accotdance
with the "Intetagency Helicoptet Operations Guide" (IHOG).

10. The FIRE DISTRICT that tequests use of Helicopter shall ptovide a helicoptet
rnairl^ger, either a FIRE DISTRICTS employee or through a cooperative agreement with
another 

^geflcy, 
anytime a helicopter is requested ftom the !7CSO under the tetms of

this Agteement. If the requesting FIRE DISTRICT is unable to provide a helicopter
tr:rrr:ager, the WCSO shall ptovide ofle. The cost for the helicoptet Matager, if provided
by WCSO, shall be borne by FIRE DISTRICT.

B. Operations

1,. The FIRE DISTRICTS shall appoint a designated heJicopter managet for a[.

operations fot which a helicoptet is requested pu$uant to this Agteement. If no FIRE
DISTRICT heJicopter rn n^get is available fot tesponse, the !7CSO shall ptovide the

helicopter marlager. The hdicopter manager shall be responsible for the administrative
andacacal functions of the utcraft. Although the FIRE DISTRICTS may select a

helicopter trtaflaget based on its own selection crrteia, the FIRE DISTRICTS wilt
consult with the S7CSO regarding the Selection.

2. The helicopters subject to this Agteement wili be based at the Reno-Stead Afuport.
The FIRE DISTRICTS may, at its, option designate altenate bases fot tempotary
operation. The FIRE DISTRICTS shall be responsible for the cost of flight time to and
ftom the a)ternate base so designated.

3. The FIRE DISTRICTS may have intetagency and cooperadve-agreements with
other local, state and federal agencies ar,d mzy dispatch the helicoptet to supply automatic

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and mutual aid putsuant to contracts with those agencies. The !7CSO consents to the use
by the FIRE DISTRICTS of the !7CSO petsonnel and equipment designated in this
Agreernent pursuaflt to those agteements for wildland fue monitoting and suppression
activities withifl the County of Washoe. Opetations for such puq)oses outside of \X/ashoe

County may not be undetaken without the pdot apptoval by the !7CSO Assistant Sheriff
of Opetations - or a higher member of the !7CSO Command Staff - which approval or
denial shall be at the sole discretion of the !7CSO. In any event such operations shall not
exceed twenty Q0) ruaicalmiles beyond the Washoe County boundary lines.

4. In the event that a WCSO helicopter is not available for a response to a FiRE
DISTRICTS'request for a fue monitoring or suppression mission due to being utilized
by a another ageflcy for fire monitodng or suppression, it will be the responsibility of the
FIRE DISTRICTS and the Incident Commander of the fue in which the heJicopter is
ilready working, to determine which fue should receive priority for at support.

5. Further operational and telated details conceming the parties' petformance under
this Agteement in regatd to said Akcraft and Equipment are set forth in the parties'
Aviation Fire Suppression Ptogtam Opetational Plan 2070 ("Operating Plan') executed
contemPoraneously herewith. The tetms and conditions of this Agteement shall govem
and resolve any conflicts between the Operating Plan and this Agreement.

C. Aaailabilig As follows:

1,. Dudng the Fire Season and during the duation of this Agreement the helicopter
shall be available:

Immediate Response: The helicopter shall be available fot immediate
respoflse dudng designated "Red Flag" days. "Red Flagz' days shall be
deflned as those days that the National $Teather Service has issued a "Red
Flag' wamingfot any area undet the FIRE DISTRICTS' responsibiJity. For
the purposes of this Agteement, the phrase "immediate respofl.se" sha1l mean
the helicopter is in flight within fifteen (15) minutes of receipt of the contact
by the !7CSO ftorn the FIRE DISTRICTS requesting such equipment's
dispatch.

Standby Time: The helicopter will be available four (4) days pet week, ten
(10) hours per day. The duty hours will be coordinated with the FIRE
DISTRiCTS to maximize co.',etage for the cdticai burn hours. Sunset will be
taken into consideration fot operationai hours as the !7CSO will not be
qualified to fight fues at night dudng the pedod of this Agteement. The
"designated days" of the week will be at the discretion of the WCSO. The
respoflse time shall be no more than thirty (30) minutes ftom notification of
the STCSO by the FIRE DISTRICTS requesting such dispatch. For "Red
Flag" days thatfall.outside of a designated four (4) day workweek, the
!7CSO shall staff the helicopter for immediate response if requested and for
an additional cost as hereinafter set fofih.

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c. The helicopter may be made avatlab\e each day for teeall. fot hous that fall
outside of the WCSO's designated work week hours. This tecall status will be

available for an additional cost. For the pulposes of this Agteement, "recall"
shall mean the pilot is being tecalled ftom an off-duty status and will respond

to the hanger. The helicopter will be staffed and in flight within one (1) hour
of notifi.cation of the designated tecall pilot.

d. Time Schedules: The FIRE DISTRICTS and the !7CSO, in coopetation with
the othet involved fue depatrnents and distticts will meet and mutually agree

on duty hous priot to the start of the fite season.

2. The WCSO shall provide immediate notif,cation to the FIRE DISTRICTS' Chief of
Opetations of any inability of the WCSO to provide the designated personnel and

equipment pursuant to the terms and conditions of this Agreement.

3. The WCSO shali ptovide all necessary support for condnuous, uninterupted
operation of the helicopter whenevet required pursuant to the tems of this Agteement.
This support shall include, but not be limited to, a staffed fuel truck and othet services as

tequited.

4. The !7CSO may, ztits sole discredon, when so tequested by the FIRE DISTRICTS,
make an additional heJicopter (OH-58) avatlable to the FIRE DISTRICTS for aerial

obsewadon. Such additional arcrzftis subject to the immediate direction of the \fCSO.
The FIRE DISTRICTS may, at their discretion, request such additionalarcraft on a call-

when*needed basis when the FIRE DISTRICTS'incident commandets request

additional fuefighting resources. The FIRE DISTRICTS shall teimburce the !7CSO fot
such call-when-needed urcraftin accotdance with the terms of this Agreement. A
quaiifi.ed helicopter fi:raflagerwill be assigned to call-when-needed urcraftwhen available,

but shall not delay a response.

5. When the FIRE DISTRICTS request the availability of an observation helicopter
and it is made avxTtble by the !7CSO, the FIRE DISTRICTS acknowledges that such

OH-58 helicopters operated by the WCSO are not and will not be "cardet'by the USFS

or the BLM and therefore its costs do not q"alify for reimbutsement by FEMA.

6. Except as provided in Section 3 of this Agteement, in the event that othet agencies

request the use of the !fCSO'S aucraft, the use of those a:r.cxaft shall be governed by the

terms of use established by the \7CSO with those agencies.

D. Tmintng

1,. A1l pilots assigned to utcraftundet this Agteement shall be tained in the policies,

ftequency plans and special safety issues of the FIRE DISTRICTS and Fedetal

firefighting aviation assets. This knowledge ma1,, in the altemative, be gained by
attending NDF/USFS/BLM Aviation safety meedngs, Pre-season intet-agency

operad.ons meetings and othet such opportunities. The FIRE DISTRICTS shall make

INTERLOf;$;*ffi^tr,Ui,HX8N,ITY"ffi 
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such opportunities avalable to the'WCSO's pilots at no charge, cost or fees for such
attendance and participation.

2. \7CSO shali ftain the helicoptet mu:a;get in the duties and responsibilities of the
ctew chief at no additional chatge, cost ot fee for such training other than assessment of
the chatges and fees designated for use of the !fCSO personnel and equipment for such
training and operational usage by the FIRE DISTRICTS of such personnel and
equipment.

3. The \7CSO'S Aviation Unit manager ot his designee and all pilots (based upon
availabiliry) assigned to atcraftunder this Agreement shall attend a FIRE DISTRICTS'
approved pf e-seasorl workshop.

4. The $7CSO shall make its helicopters reasonably available, at the agteed houtiy flight
rate, fot firefighting cootdination tuaining of flying uews and helicopter marlagerc.

E. Communications:

1. A morning report shall be ftansmitted to the on-duty Battalion Chiefs for the FIRE
DISTRICTS as well as the Incline, and Minden Dispatch centers within 30 minutes of
cornmencement of daily operations.

2. This report shall include:

o Status of RAVEN 3 (HH-1H, Ho"y)
o Response posture, immediate or stand-by
o Pilot name
. Special status changes; i.e., location if not Reno-Stead Airport
o Other avatTable helicopters
o Name of Helicopter Manager

3. The helicopter maflager or the pilot sha1I eflsure the following minimum information
is obtained before liftoff on a fite mission:'

o Location and name of incident patitude and Longitude if available)
o Command radio ftequency
o ICS ground contact
o Call-up ftequency if different fiom command frequency
o Afu-to-air ftequency if other attcra{t arc opetaitng

4. At the FIRE DISTRICTS' tequest, the IfCSO petsonnel who particip ate 1n a
respoflse will attend any FIRE DISTRICTS' meetings to discuss the response to the
incident subject to said attendance occurring duting such petsonnels regular duties days
andhours. '

F. FundtngandReimbursement:

1. As and for advance fu"di"g fot the avaiabitty during a fire season of designated

!7CSO equipment and personnel at times constituting the \7CSO's designated work
week and hours, the FIRE DISTRICTS will ptovide advance funding to the \7CSO as

follows:

a. The TMFPD shall provide to the !7CSO $65,000 within 30 days of
acceptance by all paties to this Agteement.

b. The NLTFPD shall provide to the !7CSO $10,000 within 30 days of
acceptaflce by all parties to this Agteement.

The pqpose of the advance furdirg by each of the FIRE DISTRICTS is to ensure the
ability of each district to request a \fCSO helicopter fot wildland fire monitodng
andf or suppression pursuant to the terms of this Agteement. The advance funding shall
be utilized at the discretion of the S7CSO in its sole and absolute discredon.

2. Reimbursement fot Flight Time: The FIRE DISTRiCTS do not g\ r^nltee 
^

maximum or minimum numbet of flight hours thatmay be utilized for training and the
monitoring and suppression of wildland fires during the term of this Agreement, such

usage being subject to the natute and extent of such incident during the term of this
Agreement. When the urcruft of the !7CSO covered by this Agteement are operating at
the request of a FIRE DISTRICT, that FIRE DISTRICT is solely responsible to
teimburse the WCSO as follows:

$1,190 per flight hout for the HH-1H Huey helicopter. Flight time shall

be accrued and teimbursed in tenths of an hout based upofl a battery-
acivated hour metet and shall include fuei.

$525 per flight hour for the OH-58 helicopter. Flight time shall be
accrued and reimbursed in tenths of an hour based upon a battety-
acltvated hour metet and shall include fuel.

3. Petsonnel Surcharges: Anytime a WCSO pilot is opetating on behalf of a FIRE
DISTRICT, or is tequested by the FIRE DISTRICTS to be avaj/rable for atimmediate
respoflse or to be on standby, outside of the WCSO designated wotk week houts, the
FIRE DISTRICTS shall pay a surcharge.

a. A request to be available fot immediate tesponse shall genetate a sutcharge
of $100 per hour ($152 pet hour on a holiday) to be paid to the WCSO by
the FIRE DISTRICTS. The requesting FIRE DISTRICT shall pay $100 per
hout of this sutchatge. The remaining quatter shall be paid by the'V7ashoe

County Fire Supptession Budget. Holidays will be defined in accotdance
with the lTashoe County Deputies Association contract with the County.

When WCSO personnel operate utcraft at the request of a FIRE
DISTRICT, then that FIRE DISTIRCT is solely tesponsible for the
surcharge of $100 pet hout ($152 pet hour on a holiday). Holidays will be
defined in accordance with the \Washoe County Deputies Association
contract with the County.

When any one or more of the FIRE DISTRICTS request the WCSO to
guarantee availabiJity of a pilot at times outside of the WCSO's designated
work week hous (i.e, "immediate avatlabittf' not desired but tather on
"standby" with a page\ e.g.), the FIRE DISTRICTS shall pay to the !7CSO
a surcharge of $9.25 pet hout per person ($14.00 on a holiday). This
surcharge is mandated in accordance with UTashoe County Deputies
Association conftact with the !7CSO, specifically l/+how pay pff hour of
"stand-by dme." The FIRE DISTRICTS must notify tlre !7CSO Aviation
Unit manager 8 hours pdor to the desired recali period to determine pilot
avatlabitty and provide proper prior notice and crew rest to the designated
piIot. The FIRE DISTRICTS shall eachpay Yz of.this suchatge. The
remaining quarter is to be paid by the lTashoe County Fire Suppression
Budget. lffhen said pilot is then requested for immedizte ava:/Labiltty, or
tequested to operate arcraft, then this standby status is terminated along
with this surcharge and the swcharge rate in paragraph 3.F.3.b immediately
above applies.

The FIRE DISTRICTS may request a pilot to respond outside of the
WCSO's designated work week hours but without designating a pilot for
standby; however the \X/CSO will not gozt^fltee a respoflse in such eveflt.

If a fuel truck is requested by a FIRE DISTRICT to respond to a fire, tlle
requesting FIRE DISTRICT is solely responsible for and shall pay $37 per
hour ($55 per hout on a holiday) for the ddvet. The requesting FIRE
DISTRICT shall pay -in addition - $1.00 per mile ftom the Reno-Stead
Airport to and fuom any staging area. For any traifling activities provided to
the FIRE DISTRICTS in which the fuel truck is requested, the rates in this
patagr^ph apply and shall be equally shared by the FIRE DISTRICTS
participating in the ftaining. These rates include fueI.

If the tequesting FIRE DISTRICT is unable to provide a helicopter rnurLa;get

and WCSO provides one, the requesting FIRE DISTRICT shall pay $37 per
hour ($55 on a holiday) fot the helicopter rnan^geL

The WCSO Aviation Unit Manager ot his designee shall prepare, during each
month dudng the term of this Agreement when a reimbursement is due, a
month-end invoice detailing seryices rendered and the associated costs in
accotdance with this Agteement. A copy of arry backup documentation will
be ptovided to the FIRE DISTRICTS when requested of the WCSO Finance
Liaison Offlcer.

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h. The FiRE DISTRICTS shall temit to the \7CSO firll payment urithin 30 days

of teceipt of the invoice, which payment shall be by a check made out to the
'Washoe County Sheriffls Office, RAVEN progtam.

4. ADMINISTRATION: The FIRE DISTRICTS' Chiefs and the'W'ashoe County Sheriff
shall be tesponsible fot the administration of this Agteement. Each party to this Agreement
represents to the other that it has sufficient resources and/or other agreements to perform the
coveflaflts, terms and conditions set-forth hereundet. The terms of this Agreement may be
modifi.ed only by written agreement of the parties hereto.

5. EMPLOYMENT STATUS: The WCSO and the FIRE DISTRICTS individually shall,
dudng the entite tetm of this Agteement, be construed to be independent contractors and nothing
in this Agteement is intended not shall be construed to create an employet-employee relationship
between employees of zny of the patties hereto. Except as expressly provided in this Agteement,
the !7CSO shall be tesponsible f.or management of and costs associated with the WCSO employees,

and the FIRE DISTRICTS shall be responsible for management of and the costs associated with the
FIRE DISTRICTS' employees.

6. ENTIRE AGREEMENT & SEYERABILITY: This Agteement contains all of the
cornmitrnents and agteements of the parties. Otal and wdtten commitments not contained hetein
shall be of no force or effect to alter any teffi of this Agteement. In the event any one or more of
the terms, senteflces, para#aphs, or provisions contained herein shall for any reason be held invalid,
illegal or unenfotceable in any respect, such invalidity illegality, or unenforceability shall not affect
any other terms, sentences, patagtaphs or provisions, and this Agteement shall be construed as if
such invalid, illegal, or unenfotceable ptovision had never been contained herein.

7. NOTICE. A11 notices ot othet communications tequited ot petmitted to be given under
this Agteement shall be in writing and shall be deemed io have been duly given if delivered
petsonally in hand, by telephonic facsimile with simultaneous regulat mail, or mailed cetified mail,
retum teceipt requested, postage ptepaid on the date posted, and addressed to the other parrr;

The retendon period runs ftom the date of termination of this
Agreement. Retention time shall be extended when an audit is scheduled or in progtess
for a pedod reasonably necessary to complete an audit andf or to complete any

administtative and judicial litigation which may ensue.

LIABILITY OF PARTICIPATING AGENCIES

A. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41..039, each paticipating
agency agrees to indemniff, hold harmless and defend the othet particrpating agencies,

their officers, employees and agents from and against all liabiJity, claims, actions,
damages, losses, and expenses, including but not limited to teasonable attotneys' fees and
costs, adsing out of any alleged negligent or willfi:l act or omissions of the participating
agency, its officerc, employees and agents atising out of the pedormance of this
Agteement. Each agency may assert ail.avatTable defenses, including but not limited to
the defense of sovereign immunity as appropriate in all cases. Each agency's obligation
fot acdons sounding in tot is limited in accordance with the provisions of NRS 41,.035.

B. Each paticipating agency shall be tesponsible for, and the other agencies shall have no
obligations with tespect to the following:

1. Withholding income taxes, FICA or afly other taxes or fees

2. Industrial insutance
3. Participation in any group insurance plats zvaTlable to employees
4. Patticipation or contribution by eithet the employing 

^geflcy 
or the

participating agencies to the Public Employees Retirement System
5. Accumulation of vacad.on leave or sick leave

6. Unemployment compensation covetage provided by the paticipating agencies

C. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41.039,_participating
agencies shall indemnify and hold othet parttctpaing agencies harmless ftom Jiability fot
damages, costs, penalties, Iiabilities, and expenses adsing ot incured because of, incident
to, or otherwise with respect to afiy such taxes or fees. The employing agency's

employees, agents, or representatives sha1l not be considered employees, agents or
reptesentadves of othet patticipating agencies. Each agency will assert the defense of

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sovereign immuruty as appropriate in all cases. Each agency's obligation fot actions

sounding in tort is limited in accordance with the ptovisions of NRS 41,.035.

D. To the extent limited in accordance with NRS 41.0305 to NRS 41..039,-patticipating

agencies shall indemnify *d hold other participating agencies hatmless fot damage, or
ftom liabilittJ fot damases, resuldng ftom the use of another agencies' equipment ot
vehicle while acting in official ctpacity in furtherance of this agteemerit. This excludes

Iiability fot damages atising ftom mechantcal or other defects with the equipment ot
vehicles, for which the owning 

^geflcy 
shall be responsible. Each ageflcy will assett the

defense of sovereign immunity as appropriate tt aL cases. Each agency's obligation for
acdons sounding in tort is limited in accotdance with tlle provisions of NRS 41,.035.

10. WORKERS' COMPENSATION. For the limited pqpose of the exclusive remedy set

forh in NRS 616A.020, all,paties shall be deemed to employ jointly a person who is an employee of
either pxty znd sustains an injury by accident or occupadonal disease while paticipating in the

matter for which assistance was requested. Howevet, for the Pu{pose of ptoviding insutance

benefi.ts pulsuant to NRS 616A through NRS 616D and NRS 617 each party shall ptovide such

benefits to its own employees at its own expellse. The parties waive any indemnifi.cation provision
with tespect to such industdal injuries or occupational diseases.

Ll. GOYERNING LAW;FURISDICTION. This Agteement and the rights and obligations

of the patties heteto shall be governed by, and construed according to, the laws of the State of
Nevada. The parties coflsent to the judsdiction of the Second Judicial Disttict Court of the State of
Nevada fot intelpretation and enforcement of this Agteement.

12. ASSIGNMENT. Neither paty shatt assign, transfet or delegate any dghts, obligations or
duties under this Agteement without the pdot written coflseflt of the other patty.
